The following corrections are made in Army Regulations, 
India, Volume I, Part II : — 

Article 37 . — The first sentence is revised as follows : — 

“ A soldier of good character (irrespective of rank) who may 
be discharged in the fifteenth year of service, for an incurable 
disease, as permanently incapable of earning a livelihood, may, 
on the recommendation of the Commauder-in Chief, be granted a 
pension of Rs. 3 a month.” 

Article 102 — In line 5 after the word “ origin” insert the words, 
“ and to the children of intermarriages between persons of this 
lineage.” 

Article 512, clause (a), page 110, expunge the sentence “ If 
a European, East Indian,” &c., down to the word “ lineage,” and 
substitute the following : — 

“ If a European,* or an African, or an East Indian,* of European 
descent. The term ‘ European descent ’ includes those whose 
fathers and maternal grandfathers or whose mothers and paternal

- manner of obtaining remittance transfer receipts, and making 
family and other remittances to England, as laid down for regi- 
ments of British infantry and cavalry in the C( Instructions for 
payment of British Troops, India, 1882/'’ will be generally appli- 
cable to batteries of Royal artillery, artillery divisions and districts,, 
and companies of Royal engineers attached to sappers and miners, 
the commanding officers in each ease^being placed in the same 
position as paymasters of British regiments in these respects. 


Z. The following rules apply to Native troops only. 

3. Officers commanding regiments of cavalry and infantry, 

batteries of artillerv, the • head-quarters 
graDte w sappers and miners, and detached com- - 
panics or sappers and miners, will receive 
in -the month of March from the Controller of Military Accounts, 
Accounts Branch, an annual assignment of cash for each month of 
the official year, on the treasury nearest to their respective stations. 


Note. — H alf "battalions detached to a considerable distance from their head- 
quarters and for long periods may, under authority from the Controller of Military 
Accounts, be treated as a regiment.

8. -When, however, advances may be necessarily and unavoid- 
ably required by the officers and others named in the previous 
paragraph under exceptional circumstances, .the field paymaster 
will make them on receipts, in triplicate, and if he cannot after- 
wards adjust them himself by deduction from a subsequent bill of 
the officer -concerned, be will forward the receipts to the Accounts 
Branch of the Controller's office in the manner alluded to in para- 
graph 6, noting such advances in a lettered note-book to be kept. . 
by him for this purpose, and for noting all claims sent to him for 
recovery. With the help of this note-book, the paymaster, will . 
watch the recovery of the advances and claims against the officers ' 
and others so long ns they remain with the force under his pay- 
ment; and when they leave, he will forward particulars of any 
outstanding claims against them to the paymaster who will next . 
pay them, and also note such claims on the officers’ last-pa} 1, certi- • 
ficates, in view to the necessary recover}' being effected. 

9. British and Native troops composing the force, irrespective of 
the presidency to which they belong, will draw the funds required 
by them from the field paymaster on receipts in triplicate, which . 
should show the sums required in cash and in remittance transfer 
receipts respectively. They will account for the monies so received 
in the usual pay lists and general state forms, which will be rendered 
direct to the Pay Examiner of the presidency to which the troops 
belong as soon after the first of each month as circumstances will 
admit. 

General Instructions. • . 

10. The Pay Examiner of the presidency to which the field 
paymaster's accounts may be directed to be sent will audit the. 
same, sending to the field paymaster any objections on account 
of all payments to staff and departmental . officers. See., . without 
reference to the presidency- to. which they belong, and compiling 
to thp debit of the presidency concerned all payments made on 
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account of tlie regiments and batteries borne on tbe establishments 
of other presidencies. The Pay Examiner's objections on accounts 
of regiments and batteries will be communicated direct to them 
for adjustment, not going through the field paymaster. 

11. The field paymaster will take such notes of the objections 
sent to him as he may consider necessary, and then forward the 
objections to the. parties concerned if they are still with the force, 
and see to the adjustment of the same. If the officers and others 
concerned have left the force, the field paymaster will, return the. 
objection's and inform the Pay. Examiner accordingly, giving such 
information, of their movements as may be in his power, so as. to 
enable the. Examiner to forward the objections to the proper autho- 
rity for adjustment. 

12. Field paymasters are empowered to draw transfer receipts 
. ou any treasury in ‘any part of India, and therefore all remittances 

to. India required by officers of the force can be made by the pay- 
master ' issuiug transfer receipts to such officers and others con- 
cerned on the spot, the sums due thereon being deducted in their 
pay bills submitted to the field paymaster for paymeut, or being 
actually paid in cash to him. The transfer receipts for remittances 
■required by regimental paymasters and officers commanding- 
Native regiments and batteries of Royal Artillery should be : 
granted on the receipts referred to in paragraph 9. 

13. Daily advices must be sent to the treasury officers con- 
cerned of the transfer receipts drawn on them. 

14:- The family, remittances required by troops are arranged 
through the officers commanding the depots,* ^and those of 
followers • are governed by special orders which will not be affected 
by these instructions. 

15. The first payments of the kind referred to in paragraph 7 
will require to be supported in the field paymaster's accounts by 
last-pay certificates from the paymaster or the commanding officer, 
as the case may be, who last paid the individuals concerned. 

16. As a binding rule, every pay bill presented .to the field 
paymaster .must coutain, in addition to the authorized deductions 
on account of Military and Medical Funds and Indian 'Service 
Family Pensions, those due on account of any rations supplied by 
the commissariat department to the person or persons in. whose 
behalf the bill is preferred, including issues to his servants or 
animals. When no such deductions appear, the submitter of the 
bill should be required to give on the back of his pay hill, under his 
signature, the reasons for their omission. 

17. Regimental paymasters and officers commanding Native 
regiments and batteries will, as usual, be responsible for crediting 
to Government in their pay lists and general states all authorised 
deductions from pay, including the cost of rations, &re„, supplied 
to those for whom pay is drawn by them. 
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18. The field paymaster will be responsible for the correct 

recovery from departmental officers and others paid by him of all 
claims duly submitted to him for that purpose. The bills or state- 
ments containing such claims must be submitted promptly, and 
should be at tached to the pay bill in which the deduction on their 
account appears, with which they will he attached to 'the field 
paymaster's account. He will also see, as far as he is in a position 
to do so, that all service fund recoveries are duly and correctly 
secured. - . . . .- 

19. The rules regarding family remittances to England, as laid 

down in the # * Instructions for the paj r ment of British troops eerv- ' 
ing in India/' are generally applicable to a force iu the field. 
After signing the certificates at the foot, the field paymaster 
will at once forward to the Controller of Military Accounts, 
Accounts Branch, the family remittance rolls for staff and de- 
partmental, commissioned, warrant, and non-commissioned officers.- 
He will he responsible for the correct recovery from the officers 
concerned of tlie sums thus remitted. . •* J 

The family remittance rolls of officers of British and ^Native 
regiments will be forwarded direct to the Controller of Military 
Accounts, Accounts Branch, by the officers commauding the 
regiments. 

Field Paymaster’s Accounts. 

20. The field paymaster will keep a "daily cash book/' in 

wbicb he will daily record full particulars of all receipts and pay- 
ments as they occur. • *- ■ • •' / 

21. The cash balance, as it appears in the cash book, will, at the 

close of each day’s transactions, be struck by the field paymaster 
himself, and he will personally verify it with the cash in the 
treasure chest.-. . ... 

N 22. The receipt side of the cash hook will show only items of 
actual cash received ; no deductions or recoveries which appear in 
pay bills or other vouchers will appear therein. 

23. The payment side will show the actual cash payments made ; 
on each pay bill or other voucher. Pay bills submitted incomplete, 
as regards authorised deductions, should be completed, by the field 
paymaster, and the net amount only of the bill or voucher, 'after . 
such deductions have been made, will appear as the cash pfayment 
thereon in the cash hook. . 

24-. The entries on the receipt and payment sides of the cash 
book are to be separately numbered in a consecutive series for each-; 
month, and each voucher is to hear the number of the entry which , 
it supports. -

25; A weekly transcript of -the receipts and payments., as they 
appear in "the daily cash book, duly supported by all vouchers, 
including the counterfoils of all transfer receipts issued, is to be 
forwarded by the field paymaster to the Accounts Branch of the 
office of the Controller of Military Accounts. 

26. The last week's account of each month, as above described, 
must include all payments up to the last day of the month. 

27. A statement showing the actual cash balance in the treasure 
chest at the close of the last day of each month is to be prepared 
on the prescribed form and despatched to the Controller of Military 
Accounts, Accounts Branch, punctually on the first day of the 
following month. 

Forms and Stationery. 

28. The field paymaster will take with him a complete and 
sufficient supply of stationery, and of all forms for his own use as 
well, as that of departmental officers and British and Native troops 
composing the force. Regimental paymasters and officers com- 
manding Native regiments and batteries of Royal Artillery will 
take with them the usual supply of forms as authorised by existing 
regulations. 

Custody of Treasure. 

29. The field paymaster will he supplied by the ’ ordnance 
department with two or more ‘tumbrils, in which the treasure will 
he kept. Each tumbril will he secured hy two good patent locks 
of different patterns, which will also he supplied hy the ordnance 
department. 

30. The key of one lock will remain in possession of the field 
paymaster, and the key of the other will he kept by the treasurer. 

31. The treasure chest must never be opened, or any payment 
made therefrom, except in the presence of both the field pay- 
master and the treasurer. 

32. Double sentries will invariably he posted over the tumbrils 
whether on the march or in quarters. 

33‘. On the march, cattle for the tumbrils will be provided by 
the transport, department. 

34*. When tumbrils cannot he supplied, the field paymaster 
: will obtain from the ‘ ordnance department, if available, or if not,- 
will cause to be made up, two good wooden ifon-clamped chests •

[Issued as a Special India Army Circular on the 27th May 1885.] - 


Clause 55. 


With the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, the Gover- 
nor-General in Council is pleased to issue the following regulations*- . 
for the grant of war medals and clasps : — 

1. War medals and clasps are granted in commemoration 
of arduous campaigns and well-fought and well-sustained battles, 
and sieges, ,

2. The order for the issue of these decorations will be noti- 
fied, in each case, through the Secretary of State. 

3. The medal commemorative of a campaign may be 
given — 

(a) To officers, whether combatant or- non-combatant ;

.. commissioned officers and soldiers, British or 

Native, serving with an army in the field. 

(b) To such non-combatants, of the following classes 

only, attached permanently to regiments or 
departments of the army, as shall be certified 
to have been actually exposed to fire of the 
enemy in action, and under circumstances which 
rendered such exposure a duty : — 

Ordnance bullock-drivers. 

Bhisties. 

Ammunition drivers (camel or mule). 

Artillery syces. 

Dooly-bearers. 

Tindals and lascars (tent or store). 

Nalbunds and salutrics attached to mountain 
and heavy field batteries. 

Mahouts and mahout coolies attached to 
heavy batteries or siege trains. 

(c) To civilians (including police) specially employed 

in military appointments or on public duties 
with an army in the field, cither under the 
orders of Government, or by the General officer 
in chief command of troops. 

4. The application of a civilian for a war modal should be 
forwarded direct to the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Military Department, accompanied by a certificate signed by the 
General officer commanding, under whose orders applicant served 
in the field, stating that he earned out satisfactorily whatever 
duties he had to perform in connection with the operation. The 
application will then be submitted for special sanction of the

8. The clasps for the India medal, being exceptional in 
character, are granted under the rules governing the grant of war 
medals. 


9. The next-of-kin of a European, or the heir of a Native, 
dying before the preparation of medal rolls or the distribution of 
medals, is entitled to receive the medals and clasps earned by 
the deceased, unless these are specially left by will to some other 
person or persons.

I am directed to invite attention to para. 2 of Home 

Department Circular letter

it appears possible that the 
wording of the paragraph in 
question may convey a misap- 
prehension of the intentions of 
the Government of India regarding the application of the provi- 
sions of clause (b), section 3 of Act XI of 1881, the Governor-Gener- 
al in Council considers it desirable to explain that that clause was 
framed mainly with a view to enable the Government to deal with 
cases of assessment of Government property when the property to 
be assessed is from its nature such as not to admit of the application 
of ordinary principles in assessing the pajunent thereon of any par- 
ticular tax, as, e.g., when the assessment is on the letting value, 
and the property is of such a nature that it is difficult to conceive 
its being let and impossible to form any estimate of the rent that 
would be obtained for it if the Government offered to let it. It 
was the intention of the Act of 1881 to enable the Government to 
deal with such cases, failing an amicable (though possibly arbitrary) 
settlement with the local authority concerned, by at once issuing 
an order of prohibition under section 3, clause (6), and appointing 
an officer under section 5, without entering upon any formal 
argument or attempting to contest the matter by way of appeal 
eg otherwise. In cases, however, in which there are no such 
peculiar circumstances attaching to the Government property 
assessed, as, .e.g., where it consists of ordinary dwelling houses, 
the assessment should either be accepted, or, if it appears unduly 
high, proceedings should be taken to obtain redress under the 
ordinary municipal law, and recourse should not be had to the 
special provisions of the Act of 1881. 


The Governor- General in Council does 
not propose to issue any general order under 
clause (6) of section 3 of the Act, regarding 
the exemption of Government property 
from municipal taxation ; but His Excel- 
lency in Council will be prepared to take 
action under that clause, if any case of in- 
ordinate assessment of Government proper- 
ty is brought to notice for which redress 
cannot bo obtained under the ordinary
